THE PLAGUE EPIDEMIC. 


_o—__—_ 
(Daily Press, 11th June.) 

The prevalence of plague naturally con- 
tinues to absorb n great deal of public 
attention‘in Hongkony, and the number of 
European cases recently reported has of 
course made a considerable impression on 
the minds of the white community here. 
Tnto-day’s figures the occurrence of six morc 
uropean cases, following on that of nine 
in twenty-four hours and four in the 
previous forty-eight, shows that in this 
year’s record the proportion of European 
cases must necessarily be high. Yet, in 
spite of the ingvitable disconcertment 
produced by such statistics, particularly 
after an alatement of the disease in 1902, 
it would be unwise to let any feelings of 
uudue alarm gain ground. As far as we 
can discover, the type of the disease among 
the European patients has been generally 
mild. Indee! we have heard it suggested 
that a few people have actually been 
-sufferers in 2 very slight degree with- 
out the fact being discovered; of course it 
is not possible to verify the truth of such a 
theory. Nevertheless, from the number of 
persons attacked, this year must rank 
unenviably high in the history of epidemics 
in the Colony, though fortunately we may 
now reckon ourselves to ba at the climax of 
1903. Weare in the twenty-third week of 
the current year. In 1896 the culminating 
point wag in the twenty-first week of the 
year; in 1898, in the nineteenth week; in 
1899, in the twenty-ffth week; in 1900 in 
the twenty-sixth; in 1901, in the twenty- 
second; and in 1902 in the twenty-third. 
Io all cases it may be said that tha drop 


was reached. As the behaviour of the 
epidemic has been markedly regular, there 
is a certain am unt of satisfaction to be 
derived from these figures. 


In other parts of the East plague seems 
to have made itself heavily felt thia year. 
The latest detailed figure from Bomtay, 
given in the Times of India of the 28rd 


was very rapid when once the crucial point |

May, showed 15,400 deaths/from this cause 
in India iu the previous peek as against

RUSSIA IN MANCHORIA.

How little intention thé Russians really 
have of retiring from Manchuria is evidenced 
not only by the constant jincrease of their 
military forces in that 
steps they are taking all 
their footing there permanent, but also by 
the determination shown|to oust foreign 
trade. Even in such a|small matter as 
the export of timber from|the Yalu district 
they have seen fit to interfere. The Wei- 
haiwei Gold Mining Company, Limited, 
recently sent an order the Yalu for 
timber for nse in the 'miues, but t'w.

THE STRAITS CURRENCY 
QUESTION. 


—— ee 
(Daily Press, 6th June.) 

The reports, which have now reached us, 
of the meeting of the Legislative Council at 
Singapore oa the 29th May serve to em- 
phasiz2 the impression which one could 
not but have received previously of an 
unanimity of feeling in the Straits Settle- 
ments with regard to the question of a fixed 
standard of exchange. It is true that, as 
had already been announced here by 
telegram, there was one dissentient to the 
motion introduced by the Hon. W. T. 
Tayvtor on the 29th ult. But the report 
of the ineeting shows that the Hon. G. S. 
Mogeay’s opposition to the motion that the 
Council should declare itself in favour of 
the adoption of the recommendations of the 
Committee on Straits Currency was not ow- 
ing to his desire to perpetuate the existing 
state of affairs; indeed, such a supposition 
would be impossible, for Mr. Murray was 
one of the sponsors of the scheme put 
forward by the committee of the Singapore 
Chamber of Commerce in 1897 for bringing 
about the change to a fixed standard in the 
Straits. Mr. Murgay opposed the motion 
Inst week because of the dangers which he 
considered to exist in the reeommendations 
of the Currency Committee. 

Tho Colonial Secretiry, in proposing his 
motion, referred cursorily to tho chief points 
of the already published report. Hs pointed 
out the unanimity of opinion of the Com- 
mittee and the agreement of all the witnesses 
called, whether advocates or not of fixity of 
exchange with a gould standard, as to tl-e 
feasibility of the proposals of the Committee 


mittee, he said, were in theinterests of the 
general commutity, not of individuals, and 
he deprecated destructive criticism a3 being 
“cheap.”

OPENING CEREMONY. 

H. KE. the Governor, Sir H. A. Blake, 
G.C.M.G., on ie 6th inst, ‘pele ea ete sore 
mony of form opening th ague branch at 
Kainadetoon of. the Tung Wa Hospital, the 
foundation-stone of whiou|he Isid on 18th 
November, 1901. Theicstitation is the praoti- 
cal outcome of the generosity of the leading 
section of the Chinese tommunity, whose 
sympathies again ond again have been stirred 
by the sofferings of their poprer brethren when 
stricken by disease. ‘I'he alleviation of those 
saofferings, so far as it lay within the power. 
of man and money to} accomplish, they 
made their tas<,and how well they have dis- 
charged that task the building at Kennedy- 
town bears mute but impressive testimony. 
Slanding on an eminence, jit presonts a hand- 
some appearance and commands a striking 
coup dil in the harbour| stretching out in 
front. It is in the Itali1n Renaissance style 
of architecture, and of two/stories throughout. 
From the main entrance,| which opens into 
the reeeption-room, corridors lead to the three 
ward pavilions constitu'ing the principal part 
of the building. On the right and left 
of the main ehtrance are the two administration 
blocks, containing doctors’ rooms, dispensaries, 
offices, and stores on the] ground floor, and 
nurses’ dormitories on the upper fiat. In each 
of the pavilions there are twenty-beds—ten on 
each floor—so that accommodation is given for 
sixty patients altogether; besides these, how- 
ever, the convalescent ward bontains eight beds, 
bringing the total number up to sixty-eight 
beds. ‘Che mortuary is to the south of the 
main buildings and connected with the warda 
by acovered way. On the same side are the 
kitchens, wash-house, servants’ quarters, oto. 
The interior of the hospital is executed on . 
modern principles, and plastered with Keene's 
cement ; all corners in rooms are rouuded, so that 
dust will-not readily acoumalate and, if it does 
gather, can be easily removed. The ventilation, 
li, hting, aud sanitary arrangements are of the 
most approved kiad. Present-day requirements 
are met by the structural separation of the wards 
from the lavatories by means of a passage, as 
well as in other minor respeots. Being practi: 
cally open on all sides, the site is eminently 
suited for an hospital, and offers soope fer a 
considerable extension of the institution should 
it be necessary or desirable. Tho: hospital, it 
may be added, is to be devoted entirely to the - 
reception of Chinese patients, who will have 
their choice of treatment by Western or by 
Eastern methods, The architect of the building 
is Mr. B. Brotherton Harker, A.M.I.C.E., 
Queen's Road Central, who hes gained great 
praise on all bands for his work. It may be

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


A CHINESE CLAN-FIGHT. 


—_—_g@—___— 

Two young Hongkong men who at the end 
of last week went on a trip up the Pearl River 
above Canton found themselves in the unique 
bnt rather perilous position of being embroiled 
in a Chinese clan-fight and were forced to make 
haste out of the countryside. They sailed from 
Hongkong on the Honam and arriving at 
Canton in the evening took a paddlo-jnnk up the 
river to the village of Sapohing, Saichew 
prefecture, which was reached early on the 
following morning. On arrival at Sapohing they 
discovered that astate of war existed between 
that village and ths neighbouring village of 
Tancho. 

These places are sitfuat d about 50 miles 
above Canton. The origin of the trouble is 
thus explained, A young man from Sapohing 
made a vist one evening to the neighbour- 
ing villago of Tancho, where he indulged 
in gambling at the fantan-tables and lost 
money, But instead of losing his cash with the 
good grace of a veteran gambler he became 
uasty, accused the master of the place of cheat, 
ing and snatched some money from the tablo 
Thereupon tho master hit him on the face and 
he retaliated in like fashion. There the matter 
appeared to have been ended. The young man 
went back to his own villaga that night. But 
it seems that the affair rankled in hig mind, for 
he informed the elders that he had suffered an 
insult and demanded that they, the Chun 
clan, should take action towards getting an 
apology from the others, the Cheah clan. The 
elders after consultation among themselves 
went over to the Cheah village and insisted 
upon an apology being tendered. To this the 
Chesh elders assented readily, and paid the 


complainant. some $2 or $3 dollars by way |- 


of compensation and also supplied him with 
some medicinal balls with which to treat the 
injuries ho had got on the face. 

‘This was not considered by him, however, to 
be sufficient reparation. Seeing that his own 
village elders would not support him in any 
further action he went to another village of 
the Chunos, inflamed the people there with a 
recitation of his wronge, and incited them 
to take summary revpuge upon the Cheahs. 
Accordingly some of tte villagers 

ext day set ont for the Cheah village, 
armed wiih Mauser |rifies, They took up a 
position on a hillock behind the ‘village and 
fired 300 or 400 shots into the ancestral 
hall. ‘Chea the Cheah| villagers got infuriated 
lover the outrage andj demanded an apology 
from the invaders. The Chuns replied that 
they would fight the quarrel out, 

- That was the stage, at which matters stood 
iwoen the two Eoxgkong gentlemen got 
there. The elders [of the villages then 
agreed that there should be peice, and an 
armistice was drawn up in accordance with 
ithe understanding arrived at and was signed 
with the ancestral chop of each of the 
sontracting parties. This agreement the Chuns 
accepted in all good faith and they went back 
o their village and made merry over the event 
with a feast of cakes| sweetmeats and samsbu 
They put away their arms, knocked down the 
defences that had been! hasti'y erec'ed to repel 
the invaders and ea at the height of their 


merry-making when | withont- apy warning 
a large force of ‘men from the Cheah 
villaga fell upon them. The attacking party 
numbered some 600 men—400 with Mansers 
and 2 0 ¢ olies. Of course. the Chun village- 
was entirely unprepared for the attack. The 
aggressors made an entrance into the village 
and carried all before them. ' They . sacked 
17 houses. First of [all they directed their 
attention to the looting of a rice-shop ; from it 


jthey carried away |between 400 and 500 |. 


picals of rice, {hrbe 


i cows, half-a-dozen. 
pigs, and they killed seven or eight more 


pigs which they were unable to take with 
them. Also they shot dead an-ald woman 
60 years of age. The doings of the invaders 
naturally caused the greatest possible slarm in 
the village. All the inhabitants were called to 
srs, doors and galeways ware barricaded, 
and for half-an-hour or so there was a sharp 
exchange of fire, = | 

When tho attack first began the women of 
the village sought safety in flight. The two 
daughte's of tho “ squire ” of the village tried to 
ghect their escape by running into the adjacent 


paddy-fieds but they wera ji od 
the Cheah men and nt ipped of their cloth- 
ing and jewelry. Their cries) attracted the 
attention of the Chuns, who went to their resoue 
and beat off the enemy. Thereafter the Clans 
returned home but so grent was their fear of 
a night attack that all the women and obildren 
went to seek. protection in the neighbonrin 
friendly villages leaving only the fighting 


men in the place. A council of war was called: 


and it was resolved that as the Cheahs 
had broken the peace contract the {en Chun 
clans should be asked to assist in the punish- 
ment of the aggressors. The clans responded 
readily to the invitation and late that night 
began to pour into the village armed with 
barbed wires, bamboo poles, spears, . bows and 
arrows, and Mauser rifles, Barricades were 
erected round the towu; cannon—six and ten- 


pounders—were placed in position for defence : 


aud provisions were laid in. 

So serions had the situation become that 
nextday the Hongkong visitors left the village 
at the urgent request of the elders, who considered 
that their presence might precipi ‘ate matters acd 
iofuriate still further tho attacking party. 
Accordingly they cama down the river to 
Canton on an armed boat belonging to the 
village, 

The Chun people have informed theauthorities 
at Canton of the doings of the Cheahs and -how 
they broke faith with them. It isnot yet known 
how the trouble ended, but our informants 


say that the Chuns mean to fight the affair to a 


finish. They look lightly upon the original 
cause of the fracas bnt are determined to take 


ample revenge for ihe deadly disgrace offered - 


to the two ladies who were stripped in the paddy- 
fields. : ‘

Amongst these six patriots are a Hanlin, 
two chiijén, a licentiate, and a Buddhist priest, 
a retired ox official of high rank. The N.-C.

COREAN AFFAIRS, 


According to a Seoul despatch t) the Tokyo 
Asahi dated the 28th ult., M. Pavloff, Russian 
Minister to Corea, presen‘ed to the Seoul Go- 
vernment on the presions day a notification say- 
ing that the Timber Company had, after form- 


ally intimating to the Corean authorities the 


appoiutment of Baron Gunsburg as ils business 
representive, started some construction works 
in compliance with the stipulations in the 
convention, by virtue of which the Company 
had been granted the right of carrying on its 
business in the Peniasula. The notification 
in question is said to have also intimated 
that as th» Russian Minister will in futuce 
bs too ‘busy to trouble himself with the 
conduct of the negotiations between the 
Corean Government and the Company, the 
Seoul authorities might declare what ‘Depart-

HO CHU TING v. THE WING SHING.  . 

This was aclaim for a partnership account 
and to wind up the business of the Causeway 
Bay Dairy. Mr, H. E. Pollock, K.C., Perea 
by Mr. F. P. Hett, solicitor, appeared for the 
plaintiff, aud Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister-at-law, 
instructed by Mr. F. X. d’Almada, solicitor, for 
the defendant, . 

Mr. Pollock read the . piradings on both 
sides, and said tbe plaintiff, Ho Chu Ting, 
had been employed for abont ten years in 
Kennedy’s ()airy. Some time in April, 1902, 
he was approached by the defendant's son, 
Ting Lap King, who suggested that the 
plaintiff should give up his employment in 
Kenn: dy’s and take a share in the defend int’s 
dairy firm at_ Causeway Bay, known indefinitely. 
ag either the Wing Shing or the Wing Shing 
Po. It would appear that several conversations 
took place between the plaintiff and the 
defendant’s son regarding the. matter, and 
eventually the defendant's son asked the 
plaintiff to come down to Wanchai and see the 
defendant himself, Ting Shiog Po, at bis house 
The plaintiff went, and it was stated to him 
that there were 42 cows at this Wing Shing 
dary farm at Causeway Bay, that the business 
w.s valued at $8,000, and that if he the 
plaintiff, would pay $4,000 he ¢ould have a half- 
share in the business with the defendant. The 
plaintiff agreed to this, but said he could not 
find the money immediately. Then. and 
there it was arranged that as soon as the plain- 
tiff could obtain the money and should hand it 
over he would be entitled to one-half share in 
the business. In pursuance of that arrangement, 
the plaintiff set about obtaining the money. 
From one Ho Chak Wai, a brother of the Hon. 
Dr. Ho Kai, he borrowed $3,000 on a promissory 
note, and f:om another Chinese gentleman with 
whom he had previon ly deposited $1,090 he 
recovered that sum and $45 interest thereon. 
On 31st May, 1902, having thon sufficient money 
to buy a half-share in the Wing Shing dairy 
farm, he paid the sum of $4,000 to the defen- 
dant’s son at 22, Cochrane Street, the town 
depot vf the dairy, aud at the latter’s reqnest 
wrote ont a receipt which was “chopped” 
by the defendant’sson. The case for the plaintiff . 
was that, allhough the defendant denied that 
any partnership existed or ever did exist, the 
defendant agreed in that house in Wanchai to 
admit the plai: tiff to a half-share in the Wing 
Shing busicess, that the plain iff obtained the 
necessary sum of $4.000 in the way de cribed, 
that the money was paid over by th> plaintiff to 
the defendant's son in pursuance of the previous 
arrangement entered into in the house in Wan- 
chai, and that the defendant's son stamped the 
receipt for the money with the chop of the Wing 
Shing dairy. : 

The proceedings continued until one o'clock, 
when the Conrt adjourned.
